Friday, the Thirty-first day of May, One thousand Eight hundred and 
Seventy-two. 

Whereas the Representative Church Body have, previous to the First 
day of July, One thousand Eight hundred and Seventy -one, applied to the 
Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland to vest in them for religious 
purposes the several churches, and the sites thereof hereinafter set forth, 
situate in the diocese of Emly, and the burial grounds annexed or adjacent 
thereto, and which are not separated from said churches by any carriage 
highway ; together with any school-house belonging thereto or used in 
connection therewith together with any land occupied with any such school- 
house, and by the Act vested in the said Commissioners, and also all burial 
grounds granted by private donors to, or exclusively used by, the parishioners 
attending the said churches. It is this day ordered by the Right Honourable 
the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland, pursuant to the powers 
vested in them by “Tile Irish Church Act, 1869,” that the said several 
churches, and the sites thereof hereinafter mentioned, that is to say : Abington 
(New and Old), Aney, Ballinlanders, Ballybrood, Cahirconlish (New and Old),. 
Clonbeg, Cullen, Doon, Dronkeen, Emly, Grean (Pallasgreen), Kilbehenny, 
Kilmastulla, Kilshane, and Shronell, situate in the diocese of Emly, and the 
burial grounds which are annexed or adjacent thereto, and which are not 
separated from said churches by any carriage highway, together with any 
school-houses belonging to said churches respectively, or used in connection 
therewith, together with any land occupied with said school-houses, and by 
the Act vested in said Commissioners, and also all burial grounds granted 
by private donors to, or exclusively used by, the parishioners attending the 
said churches, do vest in the Representative Church Body, and the said 
Commissioners do hereby vest the same accordingly. In witness whereof the 
said Commissioners of Church Temporalites in Ireland have hereunto affixed 
their Corporate Seal the day and year first above written.
